 (5)  Each manager of conservation lands shall submit to the 137 

Division of State Lands a land management plan at least every 10 138 

years in a form and manner prescribed by rule by the board and 139 

in accordance with the provisions of s. 259.032. Each manager of 140 
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conservation lands shall also update a land management plan 141 

whenever the manager proposes to add new facilities or make 142 

substantive land use or management changes that were not 143 

addressed in the approved plan, or within 1 year of the addition 144 

of significant new lands. Each manager of nonconservation lands 145 

shall submit to the Division of State Lands a land use plan at 146 

least every 10 years in a form and manner prescribed by rule by 147 

the board. The division shall review each plan for compliance 148 

with the requirements of this subsection and the requirements of 149 

the rules established by the board pursuant to this section. All 150 

land use plans, whether for single-use or multiple-use 151 

properties, shall include an analysis of the property to 152 

determine if any significant natural or cultural resources are 153 

located on the property.

and become the property of the state as provided herein and 1472
